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Recovery Nears Completion of Phase 1 :

Surf Pines is recovering from the wind 
storm of December 2-3, 2007, which 
devastated our area. The look of our 
community has been changed for the 
foreseeable future. If you have not 
been here to see the change, then be 
forewarned that the difference is dra- 
matic. Where there were pine forests, 
there is barren ground. 





Although we are saddened by the loss 
of so many trees, members of the Surf 
Pines Association are moving forward 
with the recovery. The recovery of the 
association’s properties and the right of & 
way includes three phases: (1) removing (4 ~ 
the trees that were either destroyed by * 
the storm or damaged so severely that 
they cannot be saved, (2) pruning the 
trees that were damaged but can be 
saved, and (3) replanting trees. 





Phase 1, removing the trees that were 
either destroyed by the storm or dam- 
aged so severely that they cannot be 
saved, began on January 7, 2008. Man- 
aged by members of the board of direc- 
tors and performed by our contractor, 
Trail’s End Recovery, the work in this 
phase is nearing completion, which is 
scheduled for mid April.

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Phase 2, pruning the trees that were damaged but can be saved, will entail contracting with an arbor- 
ist or a qualified tree service company. The work in this phase will save damaged trees from further 
deterioration. 


Phase 3, replanting trees, if monies for the recovery are still available, will entail reforesting some of 
the association’s common areas. The first priority for replanting trees will be the right of way along 
Surf Pines Lane so that that this entrance to Surf Pines is attractive and inviting again. As funds are 
available, more trees will be purchased and planted along the association’s other right of ways. 


The board applauds the recovery work that many members of the association have completed on 
their private property in Surf Pines. 


If you have not cleaned up your property yet, then remember that, to protect our community from 
wildfire this summer, the association asked for cleanup to be completed by May 1, 2008. (Cleanup in- 
cludes removing any debris placed on the right of way after our contractor completed work there.) 
Neglecting a hazardous condition on your property can result in an assessment of $10 per day, as pro- 
vided by the bylaws.

One member of the Board of Directors will be 
elected at the Annual Meeting on August 2 for a 
three-year term. Directors are responsible for the 
management, maintenance, and control of the as- 
sets of the association. The five directors serve as 
officers of the association: president, vice presi- 
dent, secretary, treasurer, and a director at large. 
They also chair most of the committees and assume 
responsibility for the newsletter and the owners’ 
guide. Significantly, they are assisted in their work 
by an administrator. 


Consider a Proration of Tax after the Wind Storm 


Taxes on property that experienced a casualty loss 
due to an act of God, such as the wind storm of De- 
cember 2-3, 2007, might be eligible for a reduction. 
The reduction is referred to as a “proration of tax.” 
It is computed by the county tax collector. An ap- 

plication for any reduction is due by June 30, 2008. 


Soon after the storm, you probably received in the 
mail an information circular and an application for 
proration of your property taxes. If you discarded 
or misplaced the circular and the application then, 
you can obtain them now from the Clatsop County 
home page: www.co.clatsop.or.us. At the home 
page, click the Quick Link for Taxes. Then, at the 
Assessment and Taxation Department’s page, click 
Storm Damage Property Tax Relief. And, finally, 
click the links for an explanation of the proration 
process and a printable version of the application. 
(The explanation and application are also available 
from the Clatsop County Assessment and Taxation 
Department, 820 Exchange Street, Suite 210, As- 
toria, OR 97103; 503-325-8522.)

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Rainbow Nursery Offers Trees at Reduced Price =

Dorothy Flynn of Rainbow Nursery is offering members of the association trees at a reduced price: 
wholesale price, plus the cost of delivery and time for administering your order. 


Dorothy will take your order; send it to Hofferts Nursery, a wholesale nursery in Clackamas County; 
and arrange for delivery. She asks for payment in full when you place an order. 


The grower’s wholesale list will be available to you. You may select any trees on the list. But select 
carefully because not all of the trees on the list will thrive in Surf Pines. And even if a tree is appropri- 
ate for Surf Pines, whether it will thrive depends on where it is planted, how it is planted, and how it 
is cared for. Because the trees are balled and burlapped, they will have to be planted soon after they 
are delivered. There is NO guarantee that the trees will survive. 


Dorothy will provide all of the assistance and advice that you request, but please be prepared to pay 
her for her time. She is available at 738-3241 between 8:00 a.m. and 8:00 p.m. Rainbow Nursery is at 
89338 Dellmoor Loop on the east side of Highway 101 just north of Surf Pines Lane. 


As you plant trees, consider their size at maturity. If you plant trees near the right of way, please 
plant them at least 15 feet from the edge of the pavement. This distance will provide good sight lines 
for years for both drivers and pedestrians. Thank you for your cooperation in this regard—and thank 
you for replanting Surf Pines.

Consider Selecting Native Trees =

Selecting trees to replant your property in Surf Pines can be difficult. 


One source of difficulty is that Surf Pines is essentially sand dunes. Not all trees will survive, let alone 
thrive, in our sand. 


Another source of difficulty is that Surf Pines is subject to Pacific storms in winter with winds blow- 
ing fast and frequently across the dunes. Not all trees will survive in our winds. 











Consider Selecting Native Trees (Continued) a oo 


To ease the difficulty, consider selecting trees that are § 
native to Surf Pines, including Sitka spruce, shore 
pine, and western hemlock. These natives survive— 
and even thrive—in Surf Pines. 





Sitka Spruce 


Sitka spruce (Picea sitchensis) are native from Alaska 
to California. Preferring cool, moist, but well-drained 
sites, they thrive in Surf Pines, even in our sand. And 
they withstand our wind. Even in the wind storm of §j 
December 2-3, 2007, remarkably few were felled. Con- 
sider their size and shape at maturity: tall, pyramidal 
trees 80+ feet high and 20-40 feet wide with graceful 
horizontal branches.

Shore pines (Pinus contorta var. contorta) are native 
along the coast from Alaska to Northern California. 
The iconic trees of Surf Pines, they thrive in our 
sand. And although many did not survive the wind 
storm of December 2-3, 2007, they survived 70 years 
of wind before that monster storm felled them. Con- 
sider their size and shape at maturity: fast-growing, 
sculpturally shaped trees 20-35 feet high and 20+ 
feet wide. Prune them well to keep them compact 
and thereby out of the wind. 





Western Hemlock 





Western hemlocks (Tsuga heterophylla) are native 
along the coast from Alaska to Northern California Well-pruned shore pines grace the Stewart home in 
and inland. Preferring cool sites and shade, they survive _ @ ¢lassic Surf Pines landscape on Manion Drive. 

in our sand. And they withstand our wind. Consider 2am 
their size and shape at maturity: tall, pyramidal 
trees 70+ feet high and 20-30 feet wide with grace- 
fully draping branches. 








Seedlings of these three native trees sprout through- 
out Surf Pines like welcome weeds. The seedlings can 
be transplanted with a high rate of success, espe- ; 
cially when they are transplanted in autumn at the 
beginning of the rainy season.

In related cases, a member who lives near a school bus stop in Surf Pines reports observing drivers fail 
to stop when the bus stops. When the stop arm on a school bus is extended and the red lights are 
flashing, drivers approaching the bus from any direction must stop—and remain stopped until the 
red lights are turned off and the stop arm is withdrawn. If you see a driver endanger children by 
failing to stop when the bus stops, then get a license plate number and report it to the 
security/maintenance manager, who reports it, in turn, to the Security Committee.
